W ashington, Dec. 26.—(U.R) — Presi­ 
dent Hoover turned again to affairs 
of state today after a brief Christmas 
holiday yesterday. 
H e spent most of the day resting 
w ith his immediate family and a small 
circle of friends, acting as 
host 
to 
children of cabinet members and their 
aides at the W hite House in the even­ 
ing. 
Christm as dinner was a quiet affair 
w ith only the president, Mrs. Hoover, 
their son Allan, home from Harvard, 
and a few friends and relatives about 
the table. 
The Hoovers had their own private 
Christm as tree in addition to the one 
in the east room of the executive m an­ 
sion about which the children’s party 
was held.

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The Cont of Cars and Roads 


A n editorial on The Cost of Cars and Roads published in 
“The H ighway E ngineer and Contractor,” Chicago, sizes up 
our transportation difficulties when it says a man puts $ 1,000 in 
a car and $18 a year in building a road for the car and wonders 
why the roads are crowded. 
Perhaps if when he was' ready to 
buy a car he considered the condition of the roads on which he 
m ust use the vehicle and arranged to pay a reasonable price for 
the road on which the car must operate, there would be consider­ 
able less opposition to the proper financing of highways. 
A TVIinnesota newspaper, com m enting on road building, says 
that “we shall never get the right slant on the road problem until 
we realize that we can’t put seven-eighths of our transportation 
m oney into vehicles and one-eighth into roads and expect results.” 
One of the great projects of the Am erican Road Builders’ A s­ 
sociation is to bring the public to a realization of the pressing 
peed for the proper financing of needed highw ay im provem ents. 
The Road Show is of inestim able value to people engaged in road 
building, but first m ust come the realization by the public that 
funds m ust be provided for roads and bridges. 
It is only recently 
that the effort to educate the public to the economic necessity of 
roads has been developed from the standpoint of actual profits and 
credit is due almost entirely to the American Road Builders’ A s­ 
sociation for this work in which the H ighw ay Research Board 
also has participated. 
There has been an under-production of roads rather than an 
over-production of m otor vehicles in the United States. 
More 
roads are needed. 
To correct the condition of under-production of roads vast 
sum s must be expended and quickly if a basic industry of the 
country— the automobile industry— is to continue on a profitable 
basis. 
We cannot continue to produce motor vehicles when there 
are not sufficient roads on which they may operate with safety, 
speed and comfort. 
The savings alone in operating costs due to improved roads 
amount to staggering figures. Our national bookkeeping on high­ 
way transportation has been done from the standpoint of ac­ 
counting for costs of construction rather than costs of operation 
and only in isolated cases have we heard a voice raised to show 
the costs and losses in attem pting to operate modern motor ve­ 
hicles on antiquated roatjs. 
Road construction is not static and the system s of roads that 
politicians are appealing to the public to complete must be re­ 
placed by other system s of different design in many cases be fort 
they are completed. 
The idea th$it the job of road building will 
end with the completion of a system does not contem plate im ­ 
provements in transportation methods that are going on at the 
same time.

PLANS TO DEVELOP 
VACCINE TO EFFECT 
CURE OF INFLUENZA 


Chicago, 
Dec. 26.—<I’.R>—Dr. I. S. 
Falk, University of Chicago professor 
who has isolated a germ he believes 
causes influenza, is planning to de- 
• velop a vaccine from his discovery and 
experim ent on a large number of hu­ 
man beings. 
Study of a vaccine which is sprayed 
into the nose and throat has been 
made by Dr. Falk but the results, he 
{•aid, so far have been inconclusive. 
F urther experim ents will be made in 
the hope that an effective vaccine may­ 
be found which will check or possibly 
eliminate influenza epidemics which 
since 1918 have taken millions of lives 
all over the world. 
D r . F*alk and his assistants, who 
worked a year to discover the germ, 
also found in the blood of human be­ 
ings recovering from influenza anti­ 
bodies against this 
organism, 
with 
power to produce "clumping” of the 
flu "bug.” 
That fact, Falk said, in- | 
dicates 
th at 
the 
newly 
discovered 
germ, which he called 
pleomorphic 
streptococcus, is the cause of the dis­ 
ease, and also indicates that a vac­ 
cine may be found. 
Heretofore the germs have not been 
injected into the blood of, hum an be­ 
ings. 
The experim ents which led up 
to the announcem ent two weeks ago 
were conducted on monkeys. 
The plemorphic streptococcus was 
found by Dr. Falk and his assistants 
in two forms, one with a rough porns 
exterior, which is the m ote virulent, 
and a smoother form, which, Falk 
said, is capable of producing at least 
one variety of the common cold. 
In 
the laboratory, he said, the germ c-n 
be changed from virulent form to in­ 
nocuous and back again by selective 
breeding. 
It is hot improbable, Falk said 
th at English investigators isolated the 
same germ but were not able to re­ 
produce the disease as their experi­ 
ments were made on rabbits and simi­ 
lar anim als which are not susceptible 
to influenza.
